One year ago, Bob Seagren came to Saskatoon, nursing a cold, won¬ 
dering whether his fibre glass pole had arrived safely and in possession of 
the world indoor pole vault record at 17 feet, half an inch. 

Forty-eight hours later, Seagren helped put Saskatoon on the world 
track and field map by raising the world indoor record to 17 feet, one inch. 

But it was just the start of a banner year for the University of Southern 
California star. He reached 17 feet, two inches at Albuquerque and later 17 
feet, three inches at Cleveland — and that’s where the indoor record pre¬ 
sently stands. 

Outdoors, he set a new record, too, but before the summer ended, the 
record went to his team-mate Paul Wilson at 17 feet, eight inches. Seagren’s 
best outdoors is 17 feet, seven inches — second best of all-time. 

Seagren passed up a trip to South Africa to come to Saskatoon again 
— and that’s been the best news of the winter for Saskatonians.

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INDOOR TRACK AND HELD MEETS TO COME IN 1968 


This year Saskatoon will have three indoor track and 
field meets. Ten years ago there wasn’t a single high calibre 
indoor track meet west of Toronto. 

The development of indoor track competition is one of the 
necessary things that must be done to give Canada depth in 
international track and field. What indoor track and field has 
meant to the United States’ squads may be seen in a very 
few figures. Indoor track can do as much for Canada when 
joined with cross-country, University and high school support, 
and the building of field houses. 

From the first post World War II Olympics through the 
1960 Games, United States placed 130 track and field athletes 
in sixth place or better. 129 of those athletes came from 
American colleges and universities. Back of those 129 Olym¬ 
pic places was, for example, a pool of 18,180 students who 
competed in varsity track and field. Of these 18,180, some 
11,469 competed indoors. 

Canada until this year, when the first Western Canadian 
indoor varsity championships will be held, had no official 
indoor varsity championships. There was little, almost no, 
intervarsity squad competition until Winnipeg, under Jim 
Daly, set up such a meet four years ago. This compares to 
the 2200 indoor varsity meets held in the United States during 
the 1962-63 season. 

One should note here that the first “conference” Indoor 
Varsity Championships ever held in Canada will be put on 
right here in Saskatoon on February 17. 

It is hoped that the first annual Canadian national varsity 
indoor championships will be held in 1969 or 1970, and, hope¬ 
fully also, in Saskatoon. 

The introduction of Varsity indoor track will give contin¬ 
uity to a young competitor’s development; just as club run¬ 
ning can give him further years of development after varsity 
years. 

Along with the continuity given by the permanence of 
universities, eventually, in Canada, there will have to come 
adequate indoor training facilities. 


As this is written there is but a single adequate varsity 
and high school indoor training track facility in Canada. The 
Edmonton Kinsmen have built a field house to be opened in 
January 1968 with an indoor meet. The Edmonton field house 
wil contain an eleven lap indoor track. This will give clubs and 
varsity teams in Edmonton a chance to train in all weathers. 

In Saskatoon the clubs are deeply involved in Indoor 
Track. The original brief for the present indoor track was 
drawn up by Ralph Morris of the Saskatoon Track and Field 
Club; that track club, along with the Varsity and the AAU 
branch, helped finance the building of the first indoor track 
corners in Canada; the design committee for the Saskatche¬ 
wan AAU track was made up, in part, of directors of the 
Saskatoon club. When the Riversdale Club was organized, it 
had indoor training programmes from its first year. The an¬ 
nual December meet is organized by a committee on which 
the clubs each have two members. The Clubs jointly agree on 
a director before anything else is done. And, thanks to the 
generous spirit of the Knights of Columbus, any and all funds 
netted from this meet go to these clubs. 

A third club has been organized, the Holy Cross Club. 
Others will follow as the programme grows. 

Both of the older clubs will take part with the Varsity in 
the Western Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic Association 
meet on February 17th. Both combine to put on the April 28th 
meet, the Saskatoon Indoor Championships. For many of us, 
that meet is the most fun of all. And unlike the December 
meet before this year of 1967, the clubs could say they showed 
a profit on their spring meet in the Kinsmen’s Arena. 

The clubs and Varsity have good training and meet pro¬ 
grammes. What else do we need in Saskatoon and in Saskat¬ 
chewan to advance the development of track and field? First, 
we need the full participation of the high schools. Second, 
we need a regional year-round, all-weather training facility, 
that is, a field house. 

With full high school competition based on the use of 
school gymnasiums, with a field house for meets and special¬ 
ized training, Saskatoon can become the Green Bay of track 
and field.

A track meet in Canada just wouldn’t be a success unless the finest two 
native stars, Bill Crothers and Dave Bailey, were entered. 

Crothers was upset twice during last year’s Knights of Columbus meet 
but he came back in June to shine in the Pan-American Games trials and 
then won a silver medal for Canada at the Pan-American Games. 

Bailey upset American stars in the two-mile race here last year and 
then became one of the world’s rated milers with his performance during 
the summer season. He ran well under four minutes in a meet in Toronto 
(his second sub four-minute mile) and he racked up impressive times in 
meets in California. He also ran in the World Student Games at Tokyo and 
the pre-Olympics at Mexico City. 

Headed by Bailey and Crothers, Toronto will also field a squad in the 
two-mile relay race. Their team-mates will be John Loring and George 
Shepherd.
